In o ther wo rds, if a p erso n 
o wn s p ro p erty in Perkin s street an d 
do es n o t reside in it, his o r her n ame 
wo u ld be v alu eless o n a remo n stran ce 
Atto rn ey s say that the city co u n cil 
may o rder the imp ro v emen t o f an y 
street if it sees fit witho u t an y p eti­ 
tio n at all. Bu t in case a p etitio n is 
p resen ted, it is n o t n ecessary that it 
hav e an y req u ired n u mber o f sig n a­ 
tu res o f p ro p erty o wn ers o r residen ts 
o f the streets. 
It is tho u g ht that the mo v emen t 
fo r an imp ro v ed street may be su c­ 
cessfu l at this time. The o p in io n has 
been ex p ressed to day that en o u g h

Preparing Silage Which is Good Supplem ent to Dry Fall Pastures. 


P. H. Crane, Dairy Department Purdue 
Ex periment Station. 


This is the season of the y ear that 
dairy men should make preparation for 
the annual shortage in pasture that 
almost inv ariably occurs in late sum­ 
mer. 
Too frequently in the spring when 
there is plenty of spring rains and 
the grass is growing u-p lux uriantly , 
that many times in the 
past 
tbeir 
milk flow has been cut down v ery low 
during the latter paft of J uly , August 
and September by the dry ing up of 
their pastures. 
To be prepared for the reoccurrence 
of such conditions 
will mean an in­ 
creased 
production 
and 
profit and 
may, 
in 
some 
cases, 
prevent the 
necessary disposal of a part of the 
herd which sometimes occurs when 
shortage of feed is experienced. 
It is in May and June that we usu­ 
ally get the largest returns from our 
cows, this can be credited largely to 
the succulent June pasture. 
It is 
logical to conclude that we can ap­ 
proach results *of this season if we 
imitate the conditions of this season. 
To do this we must first supply succu­ 
lent feed. 
In the fall -when the pas­ 
tures are dried up, we should have 
some soiling crop or silage to feed in 
connection with the short dry pasture. 
If thought was not taken last fall 
of this summer’s feeding, it‘ is very 
probable that silage is not available 
for this coming summer, but now is 
the time to prepare for next summer. 
Under general conditions if one silo is 


being used for winter feeding and its 
entire capacity is required for the win­ 
ter months It would be well to erect 
another for summer feeding. 
If this 
>s done the silo for summer use 
should be of a smaller diameter than 
w'ould be erected for the spring feed­ 
ing of the same sized herd. 
This is 
true because of the fact that a thicker 
lay er must be fed off the top daily in 
summer time than is necessary in win­ 
ter to prev ent the silage from spoil­ 
ing. 
If a small herd is to be fed and 
it is not practical to hav e a winter and 
summer silo, summer silage can be 
prov ided by building the silq^ small 
enough in diameter to prev ent the 
silage from spoiling during the warm­ 
er months and of sufficient height to 
accommodate the herd for both winter 
and summer. 


If we are not in a position to pro­ 
vide silage to supplement our fall pas­ 
ture, it would be well to prepare to 
feed some soiling crop such as field 
peas and oats, alfalfa, sorghum, red 
clover, sweet corn, early corn or cow 
peas. 
In the seeding of these crops, 
it is necessary to estimate about the 
quantities of feed that will be re 
quired and seed the necessary areas at 
different times to keep up the supply 
of green feed as long as needed. 
If it 
should happen that there is plenty of 
rain to keep the pasture up, most of 
the above named crops can be allowed 
to fully mature and be used for hay or 
grain as the case may be. It is a good 
practice to be prepared for tho worst 
—prepare for a fall drought.
